At the stroke of midnight, on Satur- 
day, sine die adjournment brought -to formal 
end a session remarkable for the smoothness 
of its conduct and for the manner in which 
it co-operated to give Governor Talmadge 
those laws which he must have if he is to 
carry out the pledges made to the state during 
his campaign of last summer. 

The Governor, addressing a joint session of 
both houses just before adjournment Satur- 
day, thanked the legislators for their co-opera- 
‘tion and the manner in which they had not 
only put through the laws necessary for his 
program, but had gone even further and en- 
acted many laws which will, undoubtedly, be 
beneficial to the state. 

Georgia, in the past, has seen legislative 
sessions which reflected little credit on the 
state, but the members of the 1941 assembly 
can return to their homes and report achieve- 
ments warranting fullest pride. 

When the session started the lawmakers 
were faced with great opportunity. A new Gov- 
ernor was in office, a Governor who had prom- 
ised the people a program of economy, a bal- 
ancing of the state budget and a financial re- 
form which should assure school teachers 
prompt payment of salaries. These were his 
principal planks. : 

The legislature met the challenge by 
promptly enacting laws which gave the Gov- 
ernor a greater degree of control over the fi- 
nances of the state, of the various departments 
of its government, than any chief executive 
ever enjoyed. 

Now, with this legal machinery given to his 
hand, it is up to Governor Talmadge to make 
good the promises he gave the state. Those 
who know the man, and their name is legion, 
have little doubt he will do just this. 

In the Governor’s address of Saturday 
night he laid particular emphasis upon the 
fact that the legislature did not pass any new 
tax levies. Pointing out that excessive taxes 
upon business are the greatest of contributory 
causes to business stagnation and depression, 
the Governor said, “Let’s make Georgia one 
state in the Union where the people in private 
business, who are paying taxes, and expecting 
nothing but a square deal, will be proud to 
settle.” 

Such a condition should, by all logic, «go 
hand in hand with the Governor’s program for 
a solvent state government and for complete 
economy in handling of the state’s affairs. 
Undoubtedly, in the near future, there will be 
a drastic increase in federal taxes. This cannot 
be avoided, in. view of the vast expenditures 
now being made for national defense. Under 
these circumstances it is more than ever im- 
portant that state and local costs of govern- 
ment, and tax rates, be kept to the lowest 
possible level. A state which operates on the 
plan referred to by Governor Talmadge, con- 
ducting its affairs well but at lowest possible 
cost, levying no excessive taxes against private 
enterprise, should prove extremelv attractive 
as a location for industry and business. 

The recent legislature faced a grand op- 
portunity when it convened. It met that oppor- 
tunity well. It conducted its sessions with re- 
markable harmony and, for once at least, gave 
Georgia a session of full co-operation with 
the executive and administrative branch of 
the government. 

Such a legislature deserves the most sin- 
cere thanks and the highest eanpreciation of 
the entire state.

For Greater Speed 

Victory in modern warfare is apt to perch 
upon the banners of that nation which or- 
ganizes its war industry so well that it sur- 
passes its enemy in speed of production. 

It is because of this vital factor, speed in 
production, that the United States is so val- 
uable as an unofficial ally to Great Britain. 
The resources of.this country are such that 
there is practically no limit to the speed with 
which planes, tanks, guns and ships may he 
fabricated once American inventive genius 
and executive ability get fully onto the job. 

An example of this was seen last week in 
the airplane industry. | 

Engineers have explained how it is impos- 
sible to turn out completed airplanes on the 
same production belt system used in automo- 
bile factories. This is because so many of the 
tasks to be done in building a plane have, of 
necessity, to be performed by hand, by skilled 
workmen, 

One of these tasks is the riveting together 
of the various aluminum parts which go into 
the body and the wings and other parts of a 
plane. Hitherto these rivets have had to be 
placed in position, and made solid by hand. 
When it is realized there are 450,000 such 
rivets in one four-engine bomber, the magni- 
tude of the task may be appreciated. 

Last week, however, announcement was 
made of a new, high-speed process for the 
welding of aluminum, which can take the place 
of riveting in plane manufacture and which 
thus may break one more “hottleneck” in 
U. S. defense industry. It is stated that the 
new process is twice as strong as required 
under government rivet specifications and 
that it does the work which formerly involved 
the drilling, placing and clinching of a rivet 


“jn one-three-hundredth of a second. 


Thus one delaying factor is well on the 
road to solution. And, as the defense effort of 
America accelerates, American genius will pro- 
vide more and more such machines that, each 
of them, will vastly speed the production jobs 
on hand and to come.

HELP GREECE NOW 
(From The Brunswick News.) 

The decision of Greece to continue her valiant 
fight and to take on the fearful Nazi war ma- 
chine in addition to the Roman legions is one 
which will be applauded the world around. 

By the courageous and magnificent stand 
which they have made against the Italians, the 
Greeks have already covered themselyes with 
glory and lived up to the finest traditions of their 
great country. Under those circumstances, then, 
they would have had no reason to be ashamed had 
they bowed before the German threat. 

But, even though the world well would have 
excused them, the Greeks were looking for no 
corner to which a retreat might be beat. In- 
stead, their courageous answer to the German 
threat was this: 

“The army and the Greek people have de- 
cided in the face of events, no matter from what 
direction, to fight on with the same undying will 
for their liberty and their fatherland.” 

There is something so magnificent, so inspir- 
ing about a determination such as that that most 
of us will be moved to the wish that in some 
manner we might lend a helping hand to a people 
so dauntless. And, happily, that opportufiity ex- 
ists right in our own midst. It is in the form 
of. contribution to the Greek war relief campaign 
which is now in progress and which will continue 
here through Saturday. 

Great as has been Greece’s need for help in 
recent weeks, the Nazi threat makes it a thou- 
sandfold more so. Instead of fighting one enemy, 
the Greeks must fight two. The cost of the war 
to Greece, as well as the destruction and suffer- 
ing, will double. That is why no contribution 
can be too small; none too large. 

Remember that a contribution to the Greek 
relief fund is a contribution to the cause of 
democracy and a manifestation of belief in the 
rights of man,

CURRIE’S REPORT ON CHINA WASHINGTON, March 24. 
In the field of Far Eastern 


policy the past ten days have seen two important developments. 
The first. was the return from China of Lauchlin Currie, the econ- 
omist and presidential assistant who journeyed to Chunking to help 
Generalissimo Chiang Kai-shek and his advisers cope with a dan- 
gerously inflationary currency situation. Currie does not pretend 
to be a military expert, but he is a good reporter, and he is said 
to have brought back to the President a remarkable list of the 
Chinese needs for starting a counteroffensive against Japan. 

The list, considering the nature of modern war, is magnificently 
brief. A dozen old flying fortresses, 200 up-to-date pursuit planes, 
comparatively small quantities of aviation gas, steel alloys and 
other raw materials, and a certain amount of heavy artillery and 
ammunition would be enough, according to the Chinese leaders 
speaking to the President through Currie. With this comparative 
handful of supplies, the Chinese think they could knock spots out 
of the Japanese invaders. 

The second development is not unrelated to the first, indicating 
that our Far Eastern policy is already hovering on the verge of 
boldness. It is the dispatching to Australia and New Zealand of 
several heavy and light cruisers and a considerable number of de- 
stroyers on a “courtesy visit.” Although Secretary of the Navy 
Frank Knox has indignantly rejected any suggestion of ulterior 
motive, any observer not too obtuse must conclude that this “cour- 
tesy visit” is in reality an effective compromise between the two 
main factions in the Navy Department. : 

The cautious faction, composed of the chief of naval opera- 
tions, Admiral Harold Stark, and most of the members of the gen- 
eral board, has maintained that any substantial American naval 
force crossing the 180th meridian would be attacked or turned 
back by the Japanese. The officers with Far Eastern experience, 
who are poorly represented on the general board, are the faction 
of daring. They have maintained the contrary proposition, that 
such a force as has now been sent to Australia and New Zealand 
would not only not be attacked, but if sent to Singapore would also 
be enough to deter the Japanese from further adventures in Malaya. 
Anyone examining the map can see that warships ‘‘courtesy visit- 
ing” and enjoying “recreation” at Sydney and Auckland can pro- 
ceed to Singapore without much danger of Japanese interference.

These have, 
of course, been presented before through other messengers, among 
whom Dr. T. V. Soong, China’s great finance minister, was the 
most persuasive, Even before Currie’s departure for the Far East, 
Dr. Soong might have succeeded in getting his country what it 
needs, had it not been for the demands of the European fighting 
on the defense production machinery. 

Currie, however, will speak with special authority, as a man 
close to the President, who has seen for himself. He spent enough 
time with the Chinese leaders—30 hours with Chiang Kai-shek 
alone—to receive a dependable impression. And he is said to have 
come back a convert to boldness on all points. 

The division between the Chinese Communists and Chiang Kai- 
shek, which has worried so many people here, he is reported to 
dismiss as in the first place cured, and in the second a sign of 
Chinese self-confidence and belief in ultimate victory. The prob- 
lem of getting in the supplies he thinks little of, for the Japanese 
talk of ‘“‘closing the Burma road” is nonsense, so long as there are 
hundreds of fervently energetic coolies to repair the damage of 
every bomb the Japanese drop. The problem of air fields and air 
personnel he also minimizes, having been impressed by the opinions 
of the foreign air experts at Chungking on Chinese flying, and 
having seen with his own eyes 75,000 coolies building ‘one of a 
chain of vast fields intended to be used by the flying fortresses. 

As for the effectiveness of the proposed Chinese offensive, he 
makes two points. First, the Japanese in China are in a far worse 
state of exhaustion and demoralization than is generally assumed 
here, and thus not likely to stand up under strong attack. And 
second, with the flying fortresses

Mr. Redwine’s name had been mentioned as one upon whom 
the Talmadge mantle might fall if the Governor should decide to 
offer for the senate. 

Mr. “Hell Bent” Edwards was trying to rap the skull of any 
person who happened to bob up in the gubernatorial waters. The 
holy terror from Lowndes was taking no chances. He pushed Mr, 
Talmadge toward the senate race as often as he could at the same 
time keeping an eye on any potential candidate. 

No one knows what may happen between now and 1942, but 
right now Mr. “Hell Bent” Edwards is a candidate. If any other 
head shows itself in the gubernatorial waters, Mr. “Hell Bent” will 
try to smack it. 


THAT FOUR-YEAR TERM Mr. Eugene Talmadge will surely 


close his two years as governor 
with a great record. If he doesn’t, it will be his own fault. 

The labor bills, which he must sign or veto, are his first real 
problem. He could veto all but one and get by without a protest 
from his real constituents, the farmers. That is the bill which pro- 
hibits the charging of a fee for the right to work. 

Neighboring North Carolina, with many projects, did not have 
a single fee charged within the borders of the state. Most of the 
extra work was done by farmers, turned carpenters during the 
slack season. 

The farmers of Georgia support the present bill. They want to 
work on defense projects while farm work ‘is off. And expect 
“Gene” to take their part. He must sign or veto the labor bill. 
Either way, it won’t hurt much. At least, not for long. 

The remainder of his term should flow along like love’s old 
sweet song. If he gets into trouble it will be because he allows 
his emotions to get the better of him. 

If he does end up with a fine financial showing, and he should; 
and if the teachers and pensioners are paid, he would then have 
a difficult decision to make. He could, with that sort of a record, 
have four years of the governorship almost for the asking. If he 
decides on a try at the senate race, he would face a good, hard 
campaign. The Hon. Richard B. Russell has one or two peers, no 
superiors, as a campaigner. 

That four-year term will loom larger and larger. 


AN EXCELLENT JOB Rarely has a legislature done a better 
job than the one which bowed out last 
Saturday night. 

It came into the session with much to be done. It did grant 
unusual power to the Governor in handling the finances of the state. 
This merely obeyed public opinion. 

It made it possible for more wealth to come into Georgia by a 
very sane and sensible revision of the intangible taxes. 

It passed a number of excellent bills of somewhat less im- 
portance, 

There is not now, so far as a hurried examination reveals, a 
single harmful bill in the lot. The law giving to Mr. Talmadge 
control of the finances is a double-edged bill. It generally has been 
overlooked that it places all responsibility for the financial condition 
of the state squarely on the Governor. It gives control, it also 
imposes responsibility. No longer will it be possible for the High- 
way Department or any other department to hoard or scatter its 
funds. 

The Governor is entirely responsible. 

This legislature, with problems requiring immediate attention, 
did not have time to go into the business of major reforms of the 
tax structure. Georgia needs such reform. It could not have been 
expected of this legislature. 


Where Only the Unfit Survive, 


The Species Is Soon Extinct 
By ROBERT QUILLEN. 


We might all be fairly good prophets except for a careless mental 
habit that is almost universal. When we see the full-grown and 
savage wolf, we forget the cunning whelp he used to be. We are so 
engrossed with present realities that we forget all about their 
origins. Otherwise we could study today’s beginnings and foresee 
their logical endings on some far tomorrow. 

Watching the tragedy in Europe and weeping for the victims of 
Fascists and Nazis, we forget that the process of crushing conquered 
people, and even the instruments of torture, were invented and 
perfected in Russia by tyrants who called themselves Communists 
and liberators. 

When the Romans conquered Carthage, they were not content to 
burn the city and tear down its walls. Their hate was not satisfied 
when they butchered the people. They were determined to destroy 
the city beyond all resurrection. When nothing remained but ashes, 
the site of the city was plowed under and the fields were covered 
with salt so they never again would grow crops. 

The Russian plan is equally diabolical in its utter and ever- 
lasting destruction. It is like the destruction of a species. When the 
Communists have done their work, neither their ultimate defeat 
nor wealth nor time itself can ever restore things as they were. 

In the conquered third of Finland, as in other Baltic countries, 
the property of all but the poorest was confiscated. The lowest 
were given a little power and encouraged to take revenge. The 
prosperous, the educated, the fit, and all who might become leaders 
were killed or made destitute and scattered in the farthest wilds of 
Russia, and their homes and farms were given to people who speak 
another language. 

The method of stealing goods and personal property was the 
same as the Nazi plan now used in France. Invading Russians 
bought everything in sight, giving in exchange paper rubles that 
had only a fictitious value. So a gang leader with enough power 
could print bales of counterfeit dollars and “buy” everything in 
New York. 

When the fit and all who might some time revolt are destroyed 
or deported, the natives who remain cannot possess property or 
make money or attend the schools. They are to be a subject people, 
debased and enslaved—human cattle for their masters.

MY DAY: Prisoner's Treatment 


By Eleanor Roosevelt. 


WASHINGTON, Sunday.—Hidden away on the middle pages 
of the New York Times this morning were two items which I feel 
should be brought to the attention of as many people as pos- 
sible in this country. 

One, a very small item on an inside page, 
told us that Mr. Hugh H. Bennett, chief of the 
Soil Conservation Service, estimated that be- 
cause of soil erosion 45 per cent of our water 
supply now conserved by dams, would be com- 
pletely wiped out in a hundred years. A hun- 
dred years may seem a long time, but it passes 
quickly. 

However, it does give us an opportunity to 
prevent anything of this kind happening in this 
country. Every persom should watch soil ero- 
sion in his vicinity and insist that it be pre- ies : 
vented by a government project. Our watr ——_—_—_“ 
supply must be preserved for future generations. Industrial and 
agricultural development depend on it. When we have progressed 
to the point of knowing what we should do, it will be nothing 
short of criminal if we do not do it. : 

The second item was given a somewhat more prominent posi- 
tion, and perhaps everyone was as shocked by it as I was, but it 
may be that they did not read the full story. The time has passed, 
I think, when in any prison in our nation, whether controlled by 
local. state or federal government, any crime should be punished 
by lashes given by the warden on the prisoner’s bare back. It 
savors too much of concentration camps in countries which we do 
wish to use as an example. This lashing was done in the presence 
of 75 people and the’press reported how each man took lt. 

I felt as though I was reading about the days of Henry VIII, 
in England, when people went to public whippings and hangings. 
The men were to serve a five-year term in any case for the crime 
or theft which they had committed. 

Not just the prisoners are affected by lashings. I remember 
walking around a state prison in another state with a man who 
carried a long horse whip. All the time, as I looked at him, I 
shuddered at the thought that he should have control over any 
other human beings. Complete power over-others is not good for 
any of us, but with the right to use a whip it is almost sure to 
degrade. Let us look into the laws of our communities to find out 
what they are, because such laws as this do not serve to rehabili- 
tate prisoners or prepare them for a return to society as better men.
